; ; WEST ORANGE, N.J. (AP) - As 
competitors in the nationaJ gourmet 
cookie race, the bakers at GImmcc 
:Jlmrhy’s Codkles.’mlx their chunky, 
batter and slide trays In and out of 
ovens with precision. But the bakery 
runs in silence, cues coming from 
flashingllgiits on a wall. 

. Most of the bakers can’t hear. 

"Wo call it high-tech deaf," said 
Ellen LIbman, whose brother, Jim- 
my, founded the bakery about two 
years ago. 

Deaf since birth, 28-ycar-old-Llb- 
man also designed the strobe light 
system to aid his 12 employees, nine 
of whom are deaf.
